Allied Headquarters, Naples, May 30 (AP)—The Ger-

On the southern sector the Eighth Army began a drive

id drove through Arce, at the junction of Highway 6 and 
ighway 82. 


At the same time New Zealanders. stabbing through the 


ppennines were reported within a few miles of Sora, which 
astride Highway 82, nine miles north of Arce. 


Battle To Cut Escape Route 


Reinforced by the bulk of the Hermann Goering Para- 


lute Panzer Division and supported by intensified artillery 
re, the Germans in the Valmontone area 20 miles east and 
)iith of Rome managed to stave off a mounting threat to 
le Via Casilina in that sector. 


This threat, however, diminished the enemy's use of 


le highway—last main escape route for the embattled Nazi 
ivisions in the south. 


On the left flank of the Fifth Army near the west coast 


ie_ British occupied a lateral road west of Carroceto and 
ivanced toward the western anchor of the Germans' "last 
itch" defenses at Campo lemini, 18 mjles due south of the 
ternal City.

From Campo lemini northeastward through Velletri and 


anuvio to Valmontone the enemy dug into his defenses and 
.abbed out with violent tank counter-attacks in an effort 
) break the weight of the Fifth Army onslaught. 


"Satisfactory" Allied Gains 


Although the Allied command announced "satisfactory 


ains" toward strongly-held Velletri and Lanuvio, it did not 
oecify the extent of those gains. 


The enemy's last hopes of holding the Sacco valley south- 


ast of Frosinone were wiped out as the Eighth Army 
rashed into the vital highway junction town of Arce after 
ffo days of strenuous fighting with veteran Nazi parachute

Behind barriers of demolished bridges, culverts and ex- 


;nsive mine fields, the Germans fled both northward along 
[jghway 82 toward Avezzano and northwestward on High- 
ray 6 in the direction of Frosinone.

>rmy and Eighth Army forces closed in steadily on Frosi- 
one. 


The French yesterday were within sight of Ceccano, im- 


ortant town five miles south of Frosinone, and Gen. Sir 
liver Leese's vanguard of Eighth Army troops forged

'as raised. 


Germans Using 20 Divisions

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CITES PROGRESS 
BY PHYSICIANS 
IN HEALTH CARE 


Physicians, despite their conserva- 


tism, are making much progress in 
solving the problems caused by the 
high cost of medical care and the 
inequal manner in which it falls on 
the individual^ L. H. Perry, Harris- 
burg, managing editor of the Penn- 
sylvania Medical Journal, told nearly 
100 members of the service clubs of 
the town and the county medical 
association at a joint meeting in the 
Hotel Gettysburg Monday evening. 


Speaking on the Murray-Wagner- 


Dingell bill for amending social se- 
curity to cover medical and hospital 
expenses as well as other forms of 
care, Mr. Perry outlined four main 
objections to the bill and then re- 
ported on plans of doctors to solve 
the "main problem which is tackled 
by the bill—that for most people 
severe sickness is not only a human, 
but a financial catastrophe as well. 
The problem is to spread the cost 
of medicine so that the cost will not 
be a burden on the individual." 


Objections To Bill 


His objections to the bill, he said, 


are that "there is no assurance that 
it will improve health or raise the 
standards of medical care and there 
is every reason to fear that it will 
lower both; it is compulsory, for the 
people concerned must pay their 
share whether they participate in 
the program or not, while it is not 
compulsory on the doctors: the bill 
is totalitarian in that it places three 
billion dollars in the hands of the 
surgeon-general, gives him the right 
to say who shall be specialists, and 
what doctor the individual shall go 
to and places no power over him to 
check the surgeon-general if he 
should decide to misuse his powers; 
and it makes responsibility for the 
care -of the individual patient the 
collective responsibity of all doctors 
in the area, rather than continuing- 
the practice of individual responsi- 
bility of the doctor to his patient. 


Join In Discussion 


In addition to the Blue Cross and 


similar insurance plans for paying 
hospital bills, the medical associa- 
tions in 15 states have started plans 
for taking care of medical expenses 
as well as-the hospitalization plans, 
he asserted. Such a plan, in opera- 
tion in western Pennsylvania at the 
present time, already has 15,000 sub- 
scribers, and is rapidly expanding, 
he said. Such plans, because they 
are not compulsory, totalitarian," are 
individual and will raise medical 
standards, "are the proper solution 
for the problem, he asserted.

munity today to join the nation 
in paying tribute to the memory 
of the known and unknown sol- 
dier dead of all wars. They came 
at the request of Governor Mar- 
tin which in itself is a tribute 
to Pennsylvania's Chief Execu- 
,ive, soldier-statesmarn-scholar. 


For The South 


Governor J.' Melville Broughton 


was born in Raleigh, North Carolina, 
in 1888. 
He acquired his formal 


education at Wake Forest College' 
and Harvard University Law School. 
His early occupations included posi- 
tions as newspaper reporter, school 
teacher, and school superintendent. 
For the last 26 years he has devoted 
his time to the practice of law. He 
served as City Attorney of Raleigh, 
Judge of the Township Recorders' 
Court, member of the State Senate 
for two terms, and Chairman of the 
North Carolina Housing Board. He 
is a member of the Executive Com- 
i» 


mitlce'of the Governors' Conference. 
One of his sons is in the U. S. 
Marine Corps and another is in 
Naval Aviation. He was inaugurated 
in January, 1941, and his term will 
expire in January, 1945. 


Gettysburg led the nation today in paying tribute to the heroic dead of all wars. 
On far-flung fields 01' sacriiice where countless thousands of many wars lay in final 


sleep, having given their last full measure of devotion for the cause of righteousness and 
honor and freedom, varied groups in varied numbers gathered to pay homage to the soldier 
dead. 


Eyes Of Nation On Gettysburg 


But the eyes of the nation were focused on Gettysburg where, in the Gettysburg 


National cemetery, made sacred by the blood of a divided nation, the chief executives of 
37 states gathered to pay audible and silent tribute to those departed veterans. 


Highlighting the exercises were the addresses by two governors, Hon. Leverett Sal- 


tonstall, of Massachusetts, and Hon. .1. Melville Broughton, of North Carolina. 


Maj. Gen. Edward Martin, veteran of three wars and Pennsylvania's war-time gover- 


nor, was master of ceremonies. 


I 
Profusion Of American Flags 


Throughout the community, especially along the line of march of the parade and the 


route the visiting governors followed to the cemetery, the same route followed by President 
Lincoln 81 years ago, there was a profusion of the national colors. 


Extending far out along the Harrisburg road, where the motor caravan of governors 


passed en route from the state capital to Gettysburg, the American flag, and, in some in- 
stances, the Confederate flag, flew from most farm houses, filling stations, roadside stands 
and in open fields. 


As on previous occasions the solemnity and dignity of the occasion was made more 


impressive by the school children 
who silently walked between the 
graves of more than 3.500 known 
and unknown dead who lay buried 
in the National cemetery and placed 
flowers on each little plot. At each 
headstone an American flag waved 
proudly. 


The parade moved at 1:45 o'clock 


this afternoon from 
the Meade 


school building led by an escort of 
police and' Grand Marshal LeRoy 
H. Winebrenner. assisted by aides 
George R. Markle and Ray M. 
Hoffman. 


As the procession started from

Martin Pleads For Peace 
Based On Principles Of 
Justice, Freedom, Right 


The following address was deliver- • 


ed by Major General Edward Mar- 
tin, Governor of Pennsylvania, at 
the Memorial Day exercises in the 
Gettysburg National Cemetery this 
afternoon: 


"My Fellow-Americans: 
"Eighty-one years ago there was 


fought on this field one of the 
decisive battles of history. The men 
who fought on these hills and in 
these little valleys were the flower of 
American manhood. 


:"They fought with the skill and 


courage" thafTare the^'heritage only 
of free men. 
The graves of their 


dead of July 1863 were, when No- 
vember came, forever consecrated as 
the last resting place of all those 
who here made the supreme sacrifice 
for the right as they saw the right. 


Cause Belongs To History 


. "The causes of that war and the 
strategy of its campaigns do not 
concern us here. They belong to 
history. 


"We are now in a global war to 


determine whether free men have 
the right to govern themselves and 
whether freedom of speech, freedom 
of religion and freedom of action in 
the pursuit of human happiness 
must perish, perhaps forever, from 
the earth. 


"As a people and as a Nation we 


stand before the Bar of History. 
This is our day of terror and pain, 
courage and wrath. It is our day 
of judgment. 


"This Nation is a Union of States. 


Each state is guaranteed sovereignty 
by a written Federal Constitution. 
The Governors of these States are 
assembled here on this hallowed 
ground. More surely than any other 
group they know the tides of public 
sentiment 


A Just Peace 


"They stand here pledging all the 


great power that is in their hands 
that this destructive war shall be 
fought to a successful conclusion 
and that peace shall be based upon 
the eternal principles of justice, 
freedom and right. Only in that 
way can we have a lasting peace. 


"It is fitting and right that the 


Governors' Conference should ob- 
serve this day dedicated to our 
soldier dead on this field. 


"One speaker is from the Old 


South and the other from the Old 
North. Representing the Old South 
is the Governor of North Carolina; 
Scholar, Statesman and Patriot— 
His Excellency Honorable J. Melville 
Broughton. 


"Representing the Old North is 


the 
Governor of Massachusetts; 


Soldier, Statesman and Patriot—His 
Excellency Honorable Leverett Snl- 
tonsuill."

Ex-County Pastor Tells Of "Romance" While

Washinrton, D. C.—The General

Chaplains has received from Chap- 
lain George H. Berkheimer, former 
pastor of the Arendtsville Lutheran 
charge, an account of his thirteen 
months' service in New Guinea. 


Chaplain Berkheimer was born in 


Abbottstown. graduated from the 
Gettysburg high school, Gettysburg 
college and from the Gettysburg 
Lutheran Seminary. He was called 
to active duty in February, 1942 
while pastor of Trinity Evangelical 
Lutheran 
church, Arendtsville. 


Chaplain Berkheimer, who has been 
serving overseas since July 1942, has 
sent from Australia, where he is now 
stationed an account of his experi- 
ences 
which he 
entitles "New 


Guinea Romance." He writes as 
follows:

"You 
read and see much about 


romance under the tropical moon on 
a South Sea Isle. After serving for 
thirteen months on New Guinea and 
witnessing as many tropical moons 
I must confess that there are unique 
possibilities. 


"The romance of which I speak, 


however, is not of the South Sea 
Belle-modern Romeo type. 
Those 


of us who have had the privilege of 
serving as Chaplains in the U. S. 
Armed Forces on these distant is- 
lands have been participants In a 
spiritual romance that causes all 
others to fade into significance. Ex- 
periences are ours that nothing can 
take from us. Blessed memories are 
indelibly impressed upon our minds 
and in our hearts. 


Spiritual Thrill 


"Perhaps the minister used the 


same bowl or baptismal font that 
was used for the baptism of your 
mother and grandmother. 
But to 


be initiated into the Christian Life 
by being baptized out of a sea shell 
or the half of a coconut husk cre- 
ates an impression that will last 
while life itself lasts! You have at- 
tended Dawn Services and felt the 
spiritual thrill that always blesses 
such a gathering. Your boys, who 
have sat on New Guinea hillsides 
with their tin helmets within reach, 
their eyes fixed upon a rustic cross 
lighted by the first rays of the rising 
sun, have been moved by a spiritual 
power that has changed their entire 
outlook on life. 


"We were few in number in those 


early days. Each Chaplain became 
a circuit rider In very truth. We 
experienced the same hardships that 
the circuit rider of the eighteenth 
and nineteenth centuries endured. 
Floods, mud and dense jungle growth 
impeded our progress. Our horses 
didn't bog down but our jeeps did. 
There was one stretch of road, 
eighteen miles long, that could be 
travelled only at certain periods of 
each day. If you" made it in two 
or three hours you were most for- 
tunate. Lady Luck was also with 
you if you drowned out the motor 
less than four or five times and had 
to be pulled out of the muck fewer 
than on a half dozen occasions. 


"Transportation was always at a 


premium. We employed whatever 
method was available. Our 'parishes' 
extended for miles. We travelled 
by land in order to reach some 
units,—by water to contact others. 
Every trip carried 'with' it its own 
hardships. These were forgotten the 
moment we reached our destination 
because of the joy that awaited us 
there. Such is the thrilling romance 
of the South Sea Islands as we are 
experiencing it today."-

Dr. J. Walter Coleman Tells 
Story Of "Pickett's Charge" 
In "Battle Of Gettysburg" 


Following the program at the ros- 


trum the governors visited the sites 
where their states have erected me- 
morials. 
There they laid wreaths 


provided by the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania. Then each governor 
was driven to Bloody Angle, the 
Highwater Mark of the war between 
the states, where Dr. J. Walter Cole- 
man, 
superintendent of the battle- 


field, delivered a brief resume of 
Pickett's charge, the third day's'bat- 
tle of Gettysburg. His address fol- 
lows 


"This is the field of Pickett's 


charge, the climactic struggle that 
decisively ended the three-day bat- 
tle of Gettysburg on July 3, 1863. 
Here Robert E. Lee, weighed the un- 
predictable factors that swung the 
fortunes of battle, aria took the risk 
of a heavy frontal assault that, he 
hoped, would pierce the Union cen- 
ter, divide the foe and perhaps de- 
stroy their army. The battle had 
been hard fought for two days and 
the Confederates, far from their 
source of supplies, knew that it must 
end quickly if they were to win. 
They could not afford to wait for 
George Gordon Meade to attack 
them.

Invasion For Peace 


"Lee had invaded Pennsylvania 


behind the screen of those Blue 
Ridge Mountains, there in the dis- 
tance. He had won great battles in 
Virginia, Fredericksburg that previ- 
ous December and Cliancellorsville 
in May, but they had not greatly ad- 
vanced the southern cause. A suc- 
cessful invasion might well bring 
about favorable peace. Part of Lee's 
army had gone through Gettysburg 
a week before to occupy York. An- 
other had 
passed 
Carlisle and 


threatened Harrisburg, when Lee. 
from his Chambersburg headquar- 
ters, 25 miles west of here, ordered 
all advance units to return to a 
concentration point somewhere near 
Cashtown at the foot of those moun- 
tains. 


"Meade, replacing Hooker as com- 


mander of the Union army on June 
28 at Frederick, Maryland, was 
pressing northward but keeping the 
national capital protected. His ad- 
vance troops, Buford's Cavalry, en- 
countered Confederates west of Get- 
tysburg early on July 1, and held, 
their ground stubbornly. Union in- 
fantry came up and. although out- 
numbered, held the ground west and 
north of town until late afternoon, 
then they were driven through the 
streets to the hills and ridge south 
and southeast of Gettysburg. 


Meade Faces Crkis 


"On the second day the Confed- 


erates attacked the Union left, push- 
ing them back from that high 
ground at the Peach Orchard, to tins 
line running from those hills, the 
Round Tops, northward behind these 
fences to the cemetery, then east- 
ward to Gulp's Hill where the tower 
is now located. They also attacked 
the Union right and gained a foot- 
hold, but were driven out early on 
July 3. 


"Across these fields on the morn- 


ing of the third day the two great 
commanders faced each other. Both 
had lost brilliant helpers: Stonewall 
Jackson had been killed at Chancel - 
lorsville. Hood, Archer. Scmmes. 
Barksdale, Pcnder and Heth lost or 
out of action at Gettysburg. For 
the Union. John Reynolds was dead, 
as were Vincent. Weed, and Zook: 
Sickles, Paul and Barlow were des- 
perately wounded. Meade, with two 
days' experience in army command, 


j faced a crisis in a nation's history, 
i Lee. from his post of command at 
i the present Virginia Memorial, there 
in that line of trees, pointing out 
this little clump of pin oaks to Long- 
street and A. P. Hill, gave orders to 
prepare for the charge. Meade, an- 
ticipating that very move, told Gib- 
bon of Hancock's Corps that he must 
be ready. 


138 Southern Guns 


"138 southern guns, trained on this 


section of line, opened fire at 1 p. 
m., trying to silence the northern 
guns and demoralize the Infaptry. 
Eighty-seven guns replied for a time, 
then part of them were taken to the 
rear, soxc for replacement, others

to cool off and be ready to go back 
for the inevitable infantry follow- 
up. The Confederates saw* the guns 
withdrawn, and ordered the infantry 
forward. One of the great moments 
of military annals was at hand. 


Fifteen thousand southern veter- 


ans, poised, confident, but with the 
tried soldier's fear of the foe had 
been assembled. Union shells had 
dropped in their midst as they wait- 
ed. 
When a frightened rabbit 


jumped from a thicket in their line 
and ran to the rear, a "gaunt Vir- 
ginian remarked, "Run, old hare, if 
I was an old Hare I'd run too." As 
the line moved out, George Pickett's 
Virginia division set the "pace. 


44 Regiments in Line 


On this left were the division;, of 


Harry Heth and Dor&ey Fender, led 
by Pettigrew and Trimble, with men 
from North Carolina, Mississippi, 
Tennessee, Alabama, South Caro- 
lina, and Virginia. 
On Pickett's 


right rear were Cadmus Wilcox's 
Alabamians and Perry's Florida 
brigade. There were 44 regiments 
in that line, with flags flying, lines 
dressed, m e n keeping in step. 
Brigadier generals rode conspicu- 
ously at the head of their troops. 
The line was a mile long, from the 
Spangler buildings to McMillan's 
Woods. 


"There was a breathless silence at 


first, as the Union guns were quiet. 
Then the full fury of the Federal 
artillery broke out at once. Con- 
federates were falling right and 
left but they never wavered. 
At 


the Codori farmhouse, here in our 
front, Pickett's men split, Kemper 
going south, Garnett and Armi- 
stead north of the buildings. The 
attack converged now. toward the 
clump of trees and the narrow 
front of the 69th and 71st Pennsyl- 
vania regiments. Once across the 
road, the Confederates were double 
timing but at every step the losses 
were heavier. The generals and 
other officers went first. All were 
on foot now but Pickett, astrid" his

clothes judging by a letter sent E. 
Ray Williams. McKnlghtstown. by 
his son. Sgt. Charles R. Williams, 
from England. 


Sergeant Williams, a graduate of 


Gettysburg high school and who had 
attended Gettysburg college for two 
years before being called into the 
service in February. 1943. recently 
wrote home of an eight-day trip he 
made to Scotland, in company with 
another member of h!s Supply unit j 
company. The 20-year-old countian 
has been in England since July 29. 
1943. 


The letter follows: 
"Well. I finally got back from 


that wonderful dreamlike furlough 
that I have been on for the past 
eight days. Edinburgh was all I had 
expected it would be and a lot more. 
When I got back last night I had 
31 letters waiting for me and to- 
night I got one more so I will have 
a lot of answering: to do the next 
couple days and maybe weeks. 


"1 hardly know where to start to 


tell you all that I did during those 
wonderful days I was up there. It 
is rather difficult for me to write 
tonight since I got a shot in each 
arm today and another vaccination. 
I think my right arm is sorer but 
they both hurt. You see I passed one 
year in the Army Feb. 20, while I 
was in Scotland on furlough and 
now I must get my shots renewed 
again so it is just like it was a 
year ago when I came in. Like you 
I think they are trying to give me 
my money's worth of small pox 
"vafcTriStfons. I got one before I 
went oh furlough and another today 
since they had no record of the 
other one. 


. "Aye," Say The Scots 


"As I write my arms feel better 


since I am moving them some. I 
now have another ribbon on my 
chest and it is a red and white one 
symbolizing one year of good con- 
duct without 
any black marks 


against me. I hope that, by the next 
year I will not be wearing khaki but 
civilian clothes again. 


"Eefore I answer those questions 


in your letters I will endeavor to 
explain what I did and saw that 
made me like Edinburgh, and Scot- 
land in general, so. much. The peo- 
ple up there are surely friendly just 
like at home only they have that 
Scottish accent and localism in their 
speech. They say 'Aye,' instead of 
'yes' and 'ok' and they say 'wee' for 
small and 'buk' (it Is pronounced 
that way and is supposed

Lee rides out 
to rally the shaken veterans and 
ready them for a counter attack. 
Meade wants to follow up but his 
three Corps commanders in the 
center and several of the best di- 
vision generals are killed or wound- 
ed. The army reorganization was 
swiftly done, but not in time U> 
crush Lee. 


"The Confederates in this charge 


lost nearly 10,000 men. Pickett had 
but one field officeer left in three 
brigades. 
Pcttlgrcw's and Trim- 


ble's commands with both generals 
wounded, were in as bad a plight. 
The 38th North Carolina regiment 
came out with only 40 men—under 
a first lieutenant.

Allies To Confer 


On Organized Peace 


Wa&hington. M»y 30 (AP)—Great 


Britain. Russia and China will be 
invited in a few days to join with 
the United States in the first- broad 
inter-governmental planning to or- 
ganize for peace since the League 
of Nations was set up a quarter 
century ago. 


The invitations will be issued by 


Secretary of State Cordell 'Hull with 
the backing of at least a majority 
of the special Senate Advisory com- 
mittee to which he has presented 
his plans and hopes for avoiding a 
third world war tlirough interna- 
tional cooperation. 


Hull needs only the approval of 


the President to send out the invita- 
tions, and this is considered assured. 


The present state of the secre- 


tary's program, after more than two 
years of tedious planning, research 
and consultations ~ith American 
leaders in and out of politics, raised 
hope in some official quarters today 
that the nucleus of a peace-organi- 
zation would be set up before the 
war ends.

Lived At Red Cross 


"Arriving in Edinburgh v at 5 a. 


m.. after a long ride on the train 
where it was so crowded we'had to 
stand in the aisles and catch what 
sleep we could by sitting-on the 
floor back to back xvlth Gil Ber- 
liner, my friend from the Headquar- 
ters Squadron, we went directly to 
the Red Cross Club and

Castle On Hill 


"From Princess street where our 


Red Cross was we saw directly across 
the street a monument. 200 feet, 6 
inches Ugh and some 30 feet square 
at .its base, dedicated to Sir Walter 
Scot. Then on down farther we saw 
Edinburgh Castle sitting: high on a 
hill and unaccessible except at one 
side by a ramp and gradual climb. 
It was built in the 16th Century 
and was the center of the "Royal 
Nile" around which the town was 
built. It stood real high' on a cliff 
almost like a fairy talc castle. 


"After we had seen these two his- 


toric places from a distance we 
thought that we better take a tour 
which Mr. Roberston of the "Red 
Cross was conducting at 10:15: "but 
since it was still early we went shop- 
ping. On our way around a man 
who was some city official and very 
talkative took 'Gil' and I all through 
their 'City Hall' or Lord Mayor's 
offices. It was a 20-story building 
but the cliff was so steep that when 
you went up in an elevator and came 
to the next to top story you could 
walk out on. to the main street on 
the other side where it just looked 
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Mark \V. Clark's left flank by clipping close inshore yester- 
day and bombarding enemy troops, dumps and roads north 
of the Anzio area.

money." 


He said he would be glad to bum- 


mon the committee together at any 
time for a vote on whether to send 
either bill to the floor, if the spon- 
sors desire it. or to hear "any wit- 
nesses the authors want to bring in." 


However, he tcld a reporter, he 


did not believe a majority of the 
committee would vote for either.

houses where there is a huge free 
library and" the courts. The Par- 
liament houses arc now used only as 
court houses. 
We went Into one 


court wliile it was in session and 
heard an appeals case. The judge 
and lawyers wore wliite curled and 
powdered wigs and black robes and 
spoke in very soft, restrained voices. 
There was none of the loud verbal 
battles that are heard in our courts 
at home. 


Meets Local Man 


"That afternoon we took out some 


bicycles from the Red Cross and 
started to ride over the town. We 
saw a lot of Edinburgh that way and 
we came to a place "Palis de 
Danse" where there was dancing till 
5 p. m. to a good orchestra. Here 
I met a soldier by the name of Lock 
who is a relative of Eli Lock m Get- 
tysburg. He lives in Waynesboro so 
we had a good chat about Pennsyl- 
vania and our homes. 


"In the evening since there is 


nothing to do, as everything is i 
blacked out, except go to a pub bar ' 


or saloon where bitter (beer) is sold 
or movie, so since I don't drink we 
go to the movie. After the show 
we have fish and chips at a small 
restaurant.

RECONVERSION 
SECOND TO WAR 
Harrisburg, Pa.. May 30 (AP) — 


Governor Harry F. Kelly (R) of 
Michigan said today that Congress 
must consider legislation on the 
problem of reconverting industry 
from war to peace-time pursuits as 
second only to legislation necessary 
to winning the war. 


"It is Michigan's plea and I hope 


the plea of all other states that this 
whole reconversion problem be dealt 
with expeditiously and conclusively," 
he said in prepared opening re- 
marks as he presided at an execu- 
tive session on reconversion at the 
Governors' conference. 


"We are now at the mercy of 


Congress. We cannot plan for re- 
conversion until Congress acts x x x 
There is a point beyond which 
neither state nor local government 
or industry can go until national 
policies are determined," he said. 


Kelly contended that Michigan, 


whose manufacture of over one- 
tenth of the military needs of the 
U. S. and the Allies "has chained 
our state 100 per cent to war produc- 
tion," has "the right to expect nec- 
essary demobili z a t i o n assistance 
from the national government." He 
said that could be "accomplished 
without surrendering state rights." 


He said the stale's labor force is 


more than 750.000 greater than be- 
fore the war and added that "over 
350,000 of this labor force has been 
recruited from other states." 


Bernard Baruch, adviser to the 


Office of War Mobilization, was a 
special guest at the session on re- 
conversion.

ALLIES TIGHTEN 
NOOSE-AROUND 
JAP BASTIONS

The Allied noose around Myit- 


kyina, key to reopening the .Burma- 
China road, tightened today as 
American arid Chinese troops in a 
swift maneuver by-passed Kamaing. 
enemy strongpoint to the west: 


Southeast Asia headquarters re- 


ported the forces under Lt. Gen. 
Joseph Stillwell cut the highway 
between Kamaing and Mogaung, 
which arc about 20 miles .ipail and 
along, the -route Stilwell needs to 
link up the Ledo and Burma roads. 
Mogaung is 35 miles west of Myit- 
kyina. now besieged by other Stil- 
well forces. 


Allied planes furiously joined the 


mounting n o r t h Burma battle, 
striking at communications, bases 
and rail facilities between Mo- 
gaunxlwvd katha. Their objective 
was to cut off reinforcements the 
enemy has poured in to save Mo- 
gaung and Myitkyina. 


Chinese Troops Gain 


From the east Chinese troops, 


badly ' equipped but indomilably 
laboring up "steep mountain paths, 
scored new gains in drives toward 
the Burma1 border. They moved 
nearer the main enemy base at 
Tengchung, pivot joint on a Japa- 
nese-built highway system. 
These 


troops, taking advantage of im- 
proving weather, aimed at eventual 
junction with Stilwell's forces at 
Myitkyina. They were getting in- 
creased air support from American 
airmen, who bombed Tengchung.

tive session on reconversion at the 
Governors conference. 
"We are now at the mercy of 
Congress. 
We cannot plan for re­ 
conversion until Congress acts x x x

policies are determ ined,” he said. 
Kelly contended th a t Michigan, 
whose m anufacture of over one- 
tenth of the military needs of the 
U. S and the Allies "has chained 
our state IOO per cent to war produc­ 
tion,” has "Hic right to expect nec­ 
essary demobili z a t i o n assistance 
Mar- from fbe national government,*' He 
! said th a t could be “accomplished 
without surrendering state rights,”

350.000 of this labor force has beer.
